Vienna, Dec. 27—(.»)—The 


U. S. embassy" here said to- 
night the Hungarian Commun- 
ist government Is still "con- 
sidering" the American offer 
to pay a fine for the freedom 
of four jailed U. S. fliers. 
Such a stand conflicted with 
the announcement of Hun- 
gary's, legation in Washington 
last night that the offer of 
$120,000 In fines—called a 
ransom in the west—had been 
accepted for the prompt re- 
lease of the four men. To- 
night's 
development raised 


doubts on the status of nego- 
tiations for release of the 
fliers, convicted of violating 
Hungary's borders after their 
plane lost Its course on a 
Munich-Belgrade 
flight.

seemed the Hungarians bad 
raised new conditions. 


Vienna, Dec. 27—(JP)—An^Hun- 


garian government official told the 
U. S. legation in Budapest today 
that he could not disclose when 
four Americans held by the Com- 
munists would be released.

Morse telegraphed 
Chairman Russell (D.-Ga.) of 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee suggesting that 
the group make an inquiry "at 
the earliest possible time con- 
venient" for fliers to appear 
before the senators. Russell 
could not be reached Immedi- 
ately for his reaction. 


"Mr. Abbott was told by the 


Hungarians that they cannot give 
the Americans any information on 
the plans to release the four air- 
men," Donnelly said. 


Despite the announcement by 


Washington that it would pay a 
$120,000 fine levied against the 
fliers, the Hungarian Communists 
remained tightly secretive about 
how the iron curtain would be 
lifted to permit the Americans to 
return to freedom. 


Donnelly expected to confer 


again later today with the Ameri- 
can legation in Budapest. 


He was prepared to send a party 


of legation officials to the Austro- 
Hungarian border as soon as he 
learned that the airmen were on 
their way to Vienna.

Number of Counterfeit Bills of $10 
Denomination Reported Passed in Boro 


"Those people should be in some legitimate business, but 
they 


never are," said one Warren banker today in describing the good 
workmanship of counterfeiters who have been passing phony $10 bills 
in Warren, Titusville and Jamestown during the holiday season. 


Five of the bills have turned up in Warren. Three were detected 


by tellers upon presentation by local residents who had no idea they 
were 
valueless, two others were* 
— 


accepted through regular 
chan- 


nels. 


Another local banker said he be- 


lieved the counterfeiter had delib- 
erately gone from place to place, 
using 
the bills for 
Christmas 


shopping. 


The bills, each bearing the serial 


number G 28563178 A and the back 
plate number 1293, were produced 
by lithography, a printing process 
in which a $10 Federal Reserve 
note was photographed, a printing 
plate made, and the bills run off. 


Tellers who have detected the 


bills noticed the color of Alexan- 
der Hamilton's shirt was not the 
right shade of gray and the Unit- 
ed States seal was a slightly dif- 
ference size than was proper. 


Titusville and Jamestown banks 


reported the same bills "having ap- 
peared there the past few days, 
some of which were detected, oth- 
ers banked in routine transactions. 
A Titusville bank recalled that it 
was almost two years ago to the 
day that counterfeit tens turned 
up in that city. 


Secret Service agents in Buf- 


falo have warned of both ten and 
twenty dollar counterfeits, and lo- 
cal banks report three twenties 
having apperaed here about 
months ago.

Officers 
later talked to residents awakened 
by the noise.

drawn just before a truce is 
signed to follow changes resulting 
from battle action. 


Expiration of the cease-fire line 


agreement could bring an explo- 
sive end to the month-long lull on 
the battle front; or the twilight 
war could continue while negotia- 
tions go on.

MUSIC FLOODS THE LAND 


» 
It has been a pretty popular custom in some 


circles to run down the United States as a barren 
place culturally. Somebody always hauls out figures 
showing \\ e spend more money on tobacco or cosmet- 
ics than on education. 


And there's a lot of grim head-shaking when \alk 


turns to American interest in books, music and art. 


In the past this sweeping indictment may have 


been substantially true in most particulars. But life 
has changed a ^reat deal in the last ten years or so,'1 
i 


and the head-shakers may not be keeping abreast of' 
the changes. 


The Wall Street Journal, which dips into some 


surprising fields from -time to time, has just taken a 
look at America's current interest in music. 


The newspaper discovered that we Americans are 


fast becoming the world's most numerous and pos- 
sibly most ardent devotees of serious musical art. 


Measured in the hard terms of the dollar, this in- 


terest comes to around $45 million at concert and 
theater box offices. 


Some cynic might point out that we spend al- 


most exactly the same amount for popcorn in movie 
theaters. But though this leaves popcorn and Proko- 
fiev in a seeming tie, the parallel is a little unfair. 


It's more instructive to point out that musie's 


"take" exceeds the $40 million the public spent to see 
professional baseball this year. 


A hatful of figures document the' story. The 30 


million people who paid to attend musical events this 
year are 30 per cent more than five years ago and 
double the number in 1941. 


Today there are nearly 200 symphony orchestras 


in the country, 80 per cent more than in 1940 and 900 
per cent more than in 1920. 


In 1951 some 2100 towns featured serious music 


programs by recognized concert organizations, com- 
pared to around 1000 towns in 1940. So the spread 
is geographic as well as along the economic scale. 


It used to be that just the big cities had their own 


orchestras. Not any more. 
* 


You'll find one in Phoenix, Ariz., Great Falls, 


Mont., the atomic energy center at Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
Bridgeport, Conn., and many another medium-sized 
place. 


The people in music ascribe the big growth to 


many things: radio, recordings, the movies, more 
music education in school, and special encourage- 
ments such as concerts for school children. 


It doesn't hurt, either, that programs nowadays 


seem designed mon, for ordinary folk and less for, 
the experts. 


Though here and there a critic bobs up to de- 


clare that this is just more evidence of America's 
"primitive" enthusiasms, all the signs suggest the 
interest is genuine enough. 


Jot down .. few of these figures and keep them 


around to spring on the next fellow who mutters 
deprecatingly about America's "bathtub" culture. 
They make a pretty fair answer. 


TALLULAH'S CHIMES TOLL FOR CRITICS 
No one can say that actress Tallulah Bankhead 


is not alert to her opportunities—wherever they pre- 
sent themselves. 


At thr trial of her former maid on a charge of 


altering checks, Tallulah, who talks as if she had 
swallowed a blow torch, has managed to enliven the 
proceedings on several occasions. 


For' a while there were ill-concealed guffaws and 


hoarse asides like "what a ham" in comment on 
(he defense attorney's performance. The judge toss- 
ed her out. 


But she had to come back to testify. 
As she 


Crushed past reporters to enter the courtroom, she 
boomed majestically in her best network tones: "I 
have no fear—this may be my finest hour." 


It may well have been. And it would have been

WASHINGTON COLUMN 


Visas for Last of DP's 
Will Be Issued by Year's E-

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Visas to admit to the United States the 
** last of 336,000 European displaced persons will have been issuec 
before Dec 31, which is the deadline under existing law. By the enc 
of the year, some 300,000 will actually be in the United States. It wil, 
take till February cr March to move the last 36,000 to American shores 


For nearly 55,000 people of German origin, expelled from then 


pre-war homelands, the deadline will be a little later. About 20,000 ol 
these "expellees" are in the United States now. Visas for the remainder 
must be issued before June 30, 1952. 


By September of next year, America's biggest and most successfully- 


managed immigration program will be washed up. 


Within this same period, the International Refugee Organization, 


the United Nations agency for handling displaced persons emigrating 
to other countries, will also "wind up its affaire. 
J3Y no stretch of the imagination does this mean that the problem 


of displaced parsons has been completely solved, says John W 


Gibson, chairman of the U. S. Displaced Persons Commission. 


It does mean that the European victims of World War II will have 
been fairly well dispossd of. 


Over a million World War II DP's have been resettled in other 


countries, a third of them in the United States. There wfll still re- 
main in Western Europe an estimated 115,000 World War n DP's for 
whom new homes have not been found, or who are unacceptable as 
immigrants to other countries. 


They will remain the problem of the countries in which they now 


have temporary residence—many in DP camps. 


A new, 23-nation Provisional Inter-Governmental Committee for the 


Movement of Migrants from Europe has Just been set up in Brussels, 
Belgium, as a successor to ERO. 


Far bigger than the DP clean-up job, however, is the problem of 


the expellees. They are post-war refugees from Communism. There 
are an estimated 10 million of them in Western Germany and Austria 
alone. 


TPHE number of expellees is constantly (rowing. Seven] thousand 


a month cross from East Germany into free West Germany. From 


the Russian satellite countries—from Poland and Czechoslovakia, to 
the Balkans, another 1000 to 1300 a month manage to escape. They 
add to the unemployment and rebel problems in Germany, Austria, 
Italy and other western European countries. And what to do with 
them nobody knows. 


A Congressional Judiciary sub-committee tinder Rep. Francis Walter 


of Pennsylvania is returning from Europe soon after making a study 
of the refugee and expellee problems. 


It may recommend new legislation to Congress to help relieve 


European over-population. 


Various religious and nationality groups in the United States have 


urged further admissions to this country But as of Jan. 1, 1952, the 
only way to get in will be through regular immigration quotas. 


The American DP program from June 1948 to June 1952 will have 


cost about $12 million, or about $35 for each person brought over. If 
the $88 million U. S. contribution to International Refugee Organlza- 
•ion is included, for maintaining DP camps and helping send refugees 
X) other countries, the cost to the U. S. is $300 per immigrant. 


To get the 336,000 DP's finally admitted to the U. S., over 500 000 


ipplicarits were screened for security, health and other clearance by 
even U. S. government aeenrie*.

26 to 14. Thirty-four votes are 
needed for confirmation of cab- 
inet appointments.

He also asked that until a legal 
question 13 decided that Draemel's 
salary be withheld. 


The governor has already said 


he has been advised by Attorney 
General Robert E. Woodslde that 
his reappointment of Draemel did 
not violate the constitution.
